There is a strong party though in favor 
of stronger governmental control over 
railroads for the benefit of the people. —

NUT JUST NOW. 

Tlie Convention has refused to sub- 
mit to the people a pmjwjsition appro- 
priating $ 2 , 500,000 to build a new Capi- 
tol. We commend this action, not be- 
cause of any question of removal, but lie- 
cause the people of Kentucky are not 
financially in the humor for such an in- 
crease in taxation. The Delegates who 
rtated that ‘he Constitution would be 
endangered if submitted with such a 
section forming a part of it, properly 
rea l the signs of the times. It would 
lie more than endangered; it wonld be 
defeated. The State must have, before 
many years, new buildings, but, with 
the location already fixed and one wing 
of a new State House constructed, it will 
neither lie necessary to expend two and 
a half millions, nor the half of it. The 
action of the Convention last Friday is a 
settler in more ways than one, and the 
Capital removers may as well go into 
other and more profitable business. — 
Frankfort Capital. 

A LIBERAL SILVER POLICY 

The Hon. Jeremiah Simpson, Repre- 
sentative-elect from Kansas, is a silver 
man, hut holds, according to the Ana- 
mnda Standard, of Montana, that the 
use of a metal for money is un- 
necessary. He would estimate the 
amount of gold and silver in our mines 
and issue certificates to the full amount. 
Banks are uncertain. Cashiers are a fu- 
gacious folk, in Mr. Simpson’s view, and 
not safe custodians of the nation's 
wealth. The mountains would keep a 
firmer grip on our assets. In one respect 
Mr. Simpson’s proposition falls short. 
He would base his issue of silver certifi- 
cates upon the comparatively small 
amount of silver in the mountains of 
tliis planet, forgetting the growing needs 
of the country and the vast quantities of 
silver probably existing in the moun- 
tains of the moon, to say nothing of the 
mountains of the- other planets and their 
moons. Certificates could be based on 
estimates of the amount of silver in those 
mountains, as well as on the amount in 
those nearer home. If, us some contend, 
money' consists in the government stamp, 
we ought to liave the widest possible 
basis for its issue. The mountains of 
the moon are as much ours as anyliody’s. 
—Jtaltimore Sun. 

A FURTHER COMBINE NEEDED. 

The farmers and laborers have com- 
bined against all others, and we can see 
nothing wrong in the movement.

For instance, else- 
where in to-day’s Climax appears an 
article from an Alliance paper that clear- 
ly shows the one great need of the farm- 
er to be plenty of money. All other 
questions are entirely secondary. Yet 
in another article, also in to-day’s Cli- 
max, from the pen of au able man and 
noted farmer, demonstrates that Gov- 
ernment control of railroads is the cry- 
ing need of the hour. We read in the 
last week's Farmers Home Journal an 
article going to show that au era of pros- 
perity to the farmer is now dawning, and 
all owing to the tariff imposed upon 
certain farm products, ( hutting off com- 
petition of similar foreign products. In the 
same issue of the journal is another ar- 
ticle, epitomised from the platform of 
the National Alliance, demanding the 
repeal of all tariff laws, save for revenue 
only. 

From the above, wo gather that the 
greatest evil of the hour, considered from 
a fanners standpoint, is a lack of money.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION TO 
CONVENE MAY THIRTEENTH 

The Democratic State Convention will 
be called to order at noon Wednesday, 
May 13 . It will be held in Louisville. 
Tlie State Central and the State Execu- 
tive Committees met last Thursday eve- 
ning at tlie residence of Gen. Jon B. 
Castleman, Chairman iu that city, and 
settled these points.

At ’he dose a 
toast was drank to the host. The com- 
mittee then proceeded with business, 
and Col. Attilla Cox nomint ted Louis- 
ville as the place for holding the State 
Convention. There was not a dissent- 
ing vote. Col. Bennett H. Young moved 
that the convention meet at noon, Wed- 
nestlay, May 13 . This was also unani- 
mously agreed to. 

Tlie matter of representation was then 
discussed, and it was decided to take the 
Cleveland and Thurman vote as the 
basis. This gives the convention 918 
delegates. The State Convention which 
nominated Longmoor had the same basis 
of representation. Some thought that 
the I-ongmoor vote would lie made the 
basis this time, but it wa» decided to 
take the Cleveland and Th arnian vote, 
as this brought out the ful strength of 
the party. 

At conventions heretofore there have 
always been some disagreements be- 
cause the county meeting for selecting 
delegates were held on different days. 
It was decided at the meeting tliat it was 
imperative that they be held on the same 
day hereafter. The time for holding 
these meetings this year will be Satur- 
day, May 2, at 2 o’clock p. m. After the 
Executive Committee hai adjourned 
subject to the call of the Ch iirman, Gen. 
John B. Castleman, Chairman, issued 
the following address: 

“Office of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, Louisville, Ky., Febru- 
ary 19 , 1891 . — At a meeting of the State 
Executive Committee, held at 1415

“Third — That for tlie purpose of se- 
lecting delegates to tlie St.ue convention, 
the Democrats of each county shall as- 
semble in mass-meeting at the court 
house of their respective counties and the 
I Democrats of each Legis ative district of 
I the city of Louisville at some central 
lioint within the district, to be designat- 
ed by the district committee, at 2 o’clock 
p. «n, on Saturday, May 2 , 1891 , and 
choose delegates to the Suite convention.

They have turned out so 
well and given such high satisfaction to 
all using them, we are informed, that 
they are fast becoming an established 
breed, and fairly increasing in number— 
Tennessee anil other southern States also 
joining Kentucky in their'-proMuction. 
These horses are usually fifteen to sixteen 
hands high, of elegant form, stylish, tine 
and harmonious in all points, and clean 
in their limbs. They are also hardy, and, 
with projier usage, extra enduring. They 
are docile, courageous, proud and good 
tempered, if treated gently and Bpoken to 
kindly and affectionately. But ill treat- 
ment is instantly resented by them. 
They ill bear the spur or the whip, when 
out at exercise under the saddle, nor will 
they tolerate rough grooming or any 
abuse in the stable. — American Agricultu- 
re.

sawyers” — the horses that are sired by 
great stallions, whose ilanis are fashiona- 
bly-bred and tliat have individual qual- 
ities to recommend them to purchasers. 
People do not come from Idaho and 
Montana from Massachusetts and New 
York, from Georgia and Alabama to buy 
staliions of ordinary breeding. With 
them the best are none too good. The 
difference between first and second- 
class stock is yearly tieing accentuated 
by broader aud broader lines. — Stock 
Farm. 

My friend Dudley Miller, of the Horse 
World, has recently published a list of 
thoroughbred horses that have sired trot- 
tere. It will now be in order for some 
one to prepare a list of scrub horses that 
have also sired trotters. The argument 
to be deduced from such a table amounts 
simply to nil. In order to prove this it is 
only necessary to consider the fact that 
no thoroughbred horse ever sired a great 
trotter, or a 2:30 trotter, out of a thorough- 
bred mare. This demonstrates that the 
trot comes in such cases from the dam, 
and that it is possible for a horee or a mare 
to have the trotting instinct so strongly 
developed that he or she may produce a 
trotter when bred to an animal of antago- 
nistic blood. No man entirely sane would 
at the present stage of trotting horse 
breeding head his stud with a thorough- 
bred stallion. No one that I know of 
dreams that Scotland, 2 : 22 }, for instance, 
derived any of his trotting proclivities 
fron Bonnie Scotland. And why 7 Be- 
cause Water witch, Scotland’s dam was an 
extremely uniform producer of trotter, 
while Bonnie Scotland never sired but 
the one. True one of his daughters, the 
dam of Bonnie Wilmore, produced a trot- 
ter, bnt he was also by a strongly bred 
trotting horse, got by one of the most pre- 
jMitent sons of Hambletonian and well 
bred on the side of his dam. There are 
few r occupations more entirely useless 
than figuring up the number of trotting 
horses got by thorougbred sires. Their 
sum total would not be missed if taken 
from the grand aggregate of 2:30 horses. — 
Iconoclast in Stock Farm.

How to Treat Reed Potato**. 

Perhaps there would be no harm done 
if I should tell you how I would treat 
a barrel of potatoes worth S 3 per 
pound. F’irst, I would pack them in 
half-bnsliel flat boxes, and place them 
fn the coolest part of my cell art airing 
them every three or four weeks and ex- 
amining them. About the first of 
March, as soon as sprouting begins, I 
would spread out in even layers and ex- 
pose them to light. Last of March or 
first ot April I would divide them into 
halves and plant in a cold frame, cover- 
ing about two inches. Then as they 
grew and rooted, I would pull the slips 
and plant them in thoroughly pre- 
pared soil, the same os sweet potatoes. 

I treated the early rose in that way 
when first introduced, most successful- 
ly. There were no small tubers. — Cor. 
American Cultivator.

The musical art of a people who rep- 
resent one-fifth of the earth's popula- 
tion ought to be studied, if not for the 
sake of Esthetic pleasure at least in the 
interest of scientific knowledge.

Even a 
historian of the thoroughness and 
profundity of Ambros, after devoting 
many pages to an attempt to elncidate 
the Chinese theory, seems willing to 
believe the first traveler who sets 
down the modern practice of the art as 
nothing but crude, barbaric, unregu- 
lated noise. Crude, barbaric and noisy 
Chinese music certainly is, but not un- 
regulated. Even the little music 
which can be heard on any holiday in 
the Chinese quarter of New York will 
serve to disclose to a discriminating ear 
that it is nothing if not methodic&L 
The difficulty on the part of the 
historians has been that they have 
never come in contact with tho Chinese, 
and therefore have had to depend on 
the descriptions of travelers and mis- 
sionaries touching the practical side of 
the art. Correctly to apprehend music, 
however, requires special qualifications 
of education and natural gifts, and 
these have been possessed by so small 
a minority of those who have written 
about China that they are scarcely 
worth enumerating. — Century.

Col. Charles Y. Wilson, state com- 
missioner of agriculture, hi compliance 
with the act of the last legislature in- I 
creasing the efficiency of his depart- 
ment, has just issued from the press, 
for general distribution to those inter- 
ested. pamphlets on “Sheep Husbandry 
in Kentucky, by George W. Waddy, of 
Shelby county, and the “History, Culti- 
vation, Disease, etc., of the Irish Pota- 
to," by A. P. Furnsley, of Jefferson 
county. Col. Wilson, himself a practi- 
cal and experienced tobacco grower 
and judge, lias also prepared an article 
on “Burley Tobacco — Its Culture. Cur- 
ing, Assorting and Handling,” which 
those not familiar with Burley tobacco 
will find of considerable value. 

At Sharpsburg, Tom Fletcher, color- 
ed, assaulted Eugene O’ Dona van. white, 
the latter retaliating by shooting 
Fletcher in the neck, dangerously 
wounding him. 

Fourth-class post-masters were ap- 
pointed in Kentucky as follows; J. W. 
Williams, Bae, Mercer county; J. W. 
Wood, Belleview, Christian county; W. 
D. McChcsney, Benson, Franklin 
county, J. N. Dun, Ihmmore, Muhlen- 
berg county; C. T. Flanders, Judge, 
Montgomery county; J. E. Owen, 
Moody, Calloway county; W. Enoch, 
Twin Oaks, Graves county. 

Jim Howard, brother of Wils How- 
ard, the outlaw, was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life at Pineville, for 
killing his sister-in-law. 

Tiir delegates to the constitutional 
convention paid some of their social 
obligations by entertaining the people 
of Frankfort the other evening. There 
w as a reception, a ball, and a supper, 
with the most gorgeous decorations 
and the largest gathering ever wit- 
nessed in the assembly ball room. 

Henry Jacksox, Bud Reed and Henry 
Baker, three dangerous colored crooks, 
were arrested at Lexington the other 
night, charged with robbery, passing 
counterfeit money, and setting up 
games. They have been robbing the 
boatmen returning heme on the Ken 
tucky Union railway, by making them 
drunk and stealing their money, robbing 
them with skin games and passing coun- 
terfeit money on them. 

Tiik census bureau the other day an- 
nounced the population of Kentucky by 
races as follows: Whites, 1,585,526; col- 
ored, 272,981; Indians, 98; Chinese, 29; 
Japanese, 1 . Total, 1,858,635. 

The jury in the case of George Gor- 
don, which has engaged the court for 
two days and a half, returned a verdict 
of acquittal at Danville. Gordon killed 
John Brooks at Parksville, in October, 
1889, the trouble growingout of Gordon 
interfering with Brooks’ wife. Gordon 
and his father, and John and James 
Brooks met at Parksville, and a general 
fight followed, in which Gordon was 
shot twice before killing Brooks. 

John T. Reardon, a brakeman on the 
Cincinnati Southern road, was run over 
by a local freight at Nicholasville the 
other morning, while attempting to jump 
on the pilot, and his hip was badly 
crushed. 

The experimental station of the state 
college met with a disastrous fire be- 
tween two and three o’clock the other 
morning. The fire started in the agri- 
cultural room of Prof. W. B. Starks, on 
the second floor of the building, and In 
the southeast corner. The building 
was almost completely gutted, and only 
the front and the north walls can be 
saved. The building was erected about 
two years ago, at a cost of $17,500 to 
the state, and was insured for $ 10 , 000 . 
A map that cost $1,500 was destroyed. 
The loss on furniture and apparatus is 
estimated at $ 8 , 000 . The origin of the 
fire is unknown, and the theory of the 
spontaneous combustion of chemicals 
does not hold good, as there were no 
chemicals in the room. 

Daviess county has filed suit against 
the Owensboro and Nashville railway 
company for back taxes from 1885 to 
1890 inclusive.

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A Good Sabotltnte for Sweet Milk When 
Properly Prepored. 

A Canadian feeder of long experience 
says that his calves are fed by hand all 
the new milk they can take three times 
a day until about a week old. Then 
skim-milk Is added, only a little at first, 
but the quantity of skim-milk is so in- 
creased and that of the new milk so re- 
duced that in two weeks from the com- 
mencement of this change skim-milk 
only is fed, and this only when sweet, 
as when sour it produces scours and in- 
jures digestion in other ways. Skim- 
milk is fed at temperature Of milk just 
taken from the cow. In heating it a 
portion of the milk is put on the stove 
in a pan or pail and heated gradually 
until quite warm. It is then poured into 
the portions set apart for each calf. 
The calves get the milk three times a 
day for about a month from the begin- 
ning of the change to skim milk, but a 
less quantity is given at noon. If fed 
regularly they may drink all the skim- 
milk they wish without injury. 

When the change is being made from 
new to skim-milk, flaxseed is added to 
the milk. 1 ’re pa re it as follows: For 

two calves, take half a teacupful of flax 
at night, pour on two quarts of boiling 
water and allow to steep until morn- 
ing, then warm and add to the milk; 
the quantity may lie gradually but 
slowly increased until three-fourths of 
a teacupful flaxseed steeped in a pro- 
portionate Increase of hot water is 
given to each animal. The flaxseed 
for the night meal is put to steep in the 
same way in the morning. Milk is fed 
until the calves are seven or eight 
months old. They are given access to 
as much clean water as they will drink 
at all times They get all the meal 
they will eat up clean twice a day. The 
meal consists of one-fourth ground 
peas, one-fourth ground oats and one- 
half wheat bran; this Is mixed with 
good hay run through a cutting-box. 
The proportion of hay to meal is in- 
creased as the calves get older. Where 
meal of this kind is not to be had. then 
give the calves oats, which may be fed 
whole, and need not be mixed with cut 
hay. When autumn comes oat sheaves 
are cut fine and the meal mixture 
added, but not so much of it in quan- 
tity as when the cut oat sheaves are not 
fed. They get what - long hay they eat 
up clean in winter, and green food of 
almost any kind in summer. They are 
kept in loose box stalls in the stable 
through the first summer, and stalls are 
kept dark in the season of flies. They 
may get a good supply of sliced roots in 
their season. — Orange Judd Farmer.

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ANTHRAX HYPOMELAS. 
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An Inflect Which Denerren the Farmer's 
Love and Protection. 

The bee-fly shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration is a friend of ours, and 
deserves our love and protection. Its 
name is Anthrax hypomelas (Macq.), 
and its services to us consist in the free 
use it makes of the cut-worm chrysalis 
as a breeding place, thus destroying 
great numbers of those our dreaded 
enemies. Several related species of tho 
Anthrax have the same satisfactory 
habit. The perfect insect, shown at d, 
was one of a number bred last summer 
by Mr. F. M. Webster, the Indiana agent 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, from the pupaa of a cut- 
worm, which proved to bo Agerotis 
herilis. Prof. Gillette, of the Iowa 
Agricultural Experiment Station, has 
also bred last summer specimens of 
these bee-flies or Anthrax of another 
species (A. scrobibulta Lcew) from cut 
warm larva*. 

Though these are extremely interest- 
ing occurrences, says Insect Life (whero 
we find the original illustrations of the 
Anthrax hypomelas) and show that 
some species of Anthrax may prove of

GAPES IN CHICKENS.

A Preventive aud Cure for This Trouble- 
some DbeiM«. 



The following points regarding gapes, 
if observed, will prove a preventive and 
core for this troublesome disease, name- 
ly; 1. Scatter air-slacked lime freely 
over the ground occupied by fowls 2 . 
Put a little of the lime In the drinking 
water. 3. Should signs of gapes ap- 
pear, feed the fowls twice a week with 
stiff corn-meal dough, first intimately 
mixing a teaspoonful spirits of turpen- 
tine with a quart of the meal. 4. Give 
a very sick chick a drop of turpentine 
on a bread crumb. A If this fails, then 
strip a feather, leaving a small tuft on 
the end, dip it in turpentine, insert tho 
end of the feather in the windpipe, and 
quickly withdraw. 6 . Feed ou clean 
boards. 7. Never allow uneaten food 
to remain on the ground. 8 Keep the 
ground clear of filth. 9. The rich, moist 
places, such as are favorable to earth- 
worms, are favorable to gapes 10. Do 
not mistake lice for gapes, as the big, 
gray lice on the skin of the heads and 
necks will often cause the chicks to 
gasp from weakness. It is not an easy 
matter to insert a feather down the 
throats of a large number of chicks; 
hence the best wholesale method is to 
give the turpentine in corn meal, and 
to use plenty of lime on the ground, as 
the lime will destroy all germs of gapes.

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RATIONS FOR COWS. 



Scatter lime on the floor of the poul- 
try house occasionally now. 

Hatch pullets in March and they will 
commence laying in October. 

For big roasting fowls cross the 
Languhans with the Plymouth Bocks. 

A moultixo hen will not lay; grow- 
ing new feathers is too much of a strain 
upon her. 

One of tho chief advantages with the 
incubator is that earlier hatching can 
be secured. - 

At . most any of the standard breeds 
are better layers than the common 
dunghill fowls 

The fowls that can best be depended 
upon for yvintcr laying are tho early- 
hatched pullets. 

One of the poorest places to fix the 
poultry house is along the side of the 
bam or sheds for any of the other stock. 

The worst objection to geese on the 
farm is their liability to trespass upon 
the neighbors, often to their disadvant- 
age. 

W hen convenient to town it is often 
the case that meat scraps can be had 
from the butcher shops and used to an 
advantage. 

Home breeders claim that by feeding 
the hens liberally on corn at this sea- 
son it will aid matei ially to make them 

broody. 

Fowls are as apt to catch cold on 
windy days if exposed as they are when 
it is rainy. Plan to protect from both 
as much as possible. 



Make a Distinction Between Feeding for 
Batter and for Beet 

We most make a distinction between 
feeding for butter and for beef. We 
must find out the inclination of the 
cows — what they will do with the food. 
The first thing a cow should do is to 
pay for her board and her care. If 
they will not do this we do not want 
them. They must, however, go further 
than this, and give up profit. There 
should not be much hustling about the 
cow stable. If the cowman is In a hur- 
ry to go to the village, let him start the 
“chores” a little sooner rather than 
bang the cows about. Milking shonld 
be done with our might, mind and 
strength. Talk has no place in the 
stable. 

Good clover comes next in the order 
of inexpensive rations, in the pasture, 
the aftermath or in the stable. It 
should be cured when there is the moe.t 
honey In it. Clover does not impoverish 
the soiL The more we grow of it the 
more our soil will grow of other crops. 
The short crop of hay with us, tiiree 
years ago, when we had to feed grain 
to our cows to get them through, proved 
to the farmers of this section that feed- 
ing grain to cows is an advantage, as 
our cows never did better. 

Next to the clover comes com. The 
sowed fodder corn Is poor enough, not 
better than sticks soaked in water. 
Hundreds of acres of such trash are 
grown and called food. Com shonld be 
put In drills and the kernels one foot 
apartr— to get the most yield of real 
food. Green rye is good In the early 
spring, also oats and green com In their 
turn. The old pastures must be plox^d 
up and reseeded; many of them are run 
out, and it takes too much territory to 
pasture our cows. We can run a cheap 
fence around a part of them and put on 
some other crop to renew them, and 
then reseed them. — Nathan Clark, in 
Farmer Stock Breeder.
